LONDON, Sept. 9 (AP). — The 
Germans announced tonight that 
Italian troops “occupied Brenner 
Pass” on Tuesday—one day before 
the announcement of Premier Pie- 
tro Badoglio’s unconditional sur- 
render — and acknowledged that 
Italian troops have been fighting 
the Nazis in some parts of Italy. 

In a broadcast, the German In- 
ternational Information Bureau, a 
propaganda agency, made these 
disclosures while-¢claiming. that the 


internal situation in Italy still was 
generally in German control. 

Reuters news agency, in a Stock- 
holm report, said Adolf Hitler had 
held a war council at. which it 
was decided to reinforce the Ger- 
man Po line in northern Italy and 
fight to the last man. 

Conflicting Reports. 

From German and other sources 
came many conflicting reports on 
the situation inside Italy. 

A German spokesman was 
quoted in one broadcast as saying 
German troops had occupied all 
North and Central Italy but Swiss 
border accounts told of fighting 
between German and italian 
troops in the streets of Tortona, 
between Genoa and Milan; near 
Pavia, between Milan and Vog- 
hera, and at Certosa, to the east. 

At Voghera, south of Milan, 
Italian troops guarding a bridge 
were reported disarmed by Ger- 
mans, and reports of grave inci- 
dents were said to be increasing 
hourly. 

Madrid reports said battles took 
place between Germans and Ital- 
jans throughout the Po River re- 
gion, and that Italian troops had 
been rushed to guard airports in 
the Milan area against German 
seizure. 

In contrast to the report that 
the Italians had seized Brenner 
Pass were Swiss frontier accounts 
quoted in Madrid, saying that 
three German divisions stationed 
in the Verona and Trentino areas

Flyer With 15 Honors Speaks. 

Those at the luncheon heartily 
applauded the introduction of 
Capt. Robert J. Byrne, St. Louis 
flyer who lately returned from 
North Africa after having re- 
ceived 15 citations, including the 
Purple Heart, Distinguished Flying 
Cross, and the Silver Star for 
downing three Messerschmitts off 
Cape Bon in April. All in the 
room stood as the bronzed young 
man was presented, 

“I am more scared than if I 
were in a dogfight,” he said. “All 
I can tell you is that the men at 
the front are counting on your 
support... I have been over there 
and I know,” 

Henderson, chief speaker at the 
luncheon, referred to the surrender 
of Italy, and said this Allied vic- 
tory made it more necessary to

Greater Need for Funds. 

“Each new victory and each new 
front,” Henderson said, “makes 
new demands on production. An 
invasion is a fact and as we con- 
tinue to drive forward, more and 
more men and equipment will be 
necessary. 

“Quantities must be increased, 
quality must be maintained and 
,;constantly improved, and new 
items must be continually added 
to an already staggering and diver- 
sified list of materials. 

“Our men and women in the 
armed service have been increased 
from a peacetime quota of a few 
hundred thousand to a wartime 
strength of over nine million. It 
has meant the building of a two- 
ocean navy and, as new conquests 
are realized, it means the expan- 
sion of this navy to the seven 
seas. More airplanes are now be- 
ing built in 12 months than were 
built in almost four decades after 
the first airplane flight at Kitty | 
Hawk. 

“By your purchase of war bonds 
you have made available greater

CAIRO, Sept. 9 (AP).—Gen. Sir

He directed units of the Italian 
Navy and merchant fleets in the 
Eastern Mediterranean to proceed 
to Cairo and Haifa in Palestine.

Wilson called for Italian co-op- 
eration in driving the Germans out 
of strongholds in the Aegean Sea, 
urging them to “take possession by 
force of all fronts occupied by the 
Germans in the Dodecanese 
Islands.” 

Wilson warned the guerrilla 
bands which have been hammering 
relentlessly at Axis forces in Greece 
and Yugoslavia that “the day of 
liberation is not yet at hand” and 
that they should “await our signal 
for a general uprising.” He 
warned them against acts which 
might play into the Germans’ 
hands. 

Text of Message to Italians. 

The text of Wilson’s message to 
the Italian forces in the Balkan area 
follows: 

“Members of Italian forces: An 
armistice has been signed by your 
government. War between Italy 
and the United Nations is at an 
end. 

“Based on the terms of the ar- 
mistice, following are my immedi- 
ate orders to all members of Italian 
armed forces in the Balkan area: 

“1—All acts of hostility towards 
people in whose countries you 
find yourselves will cease forth- 
with. 

“2—Strictest discipline will be 
maintained throughout all units 
and all units will retail their for- 
mations. 

“3—All attempts by the Germans 
or their satellites to disarm or 
disband Italian forces or to gain 
possession of their weapons, their 
stores, petrol or water, or the 
points now being garrisoned by 
them, will be resisted to the ut- 
most. All orders transmitted by 
the Germans will be disregarded. 

“4—Italian forces in the Dodeca- 
nese will take over by force all 
points now in the possession of the 
Germans. 

Instructions to Ships. 

“5—All units of the Italian Navy 
and Italian Merchant Marine’ will 
proceed immediately as follows: 

“Merchant ships east of 170 east 
direct to Alexandria, except, if 
necessary to fuel, they may call at 
an intermediate United Nations 
port. Warships in the Aegean to 
Haifa. 

“6—All aircraft of the Italian air 
forces will be flown immediately 
to Nicosia (Cyprus), Derna or To- 
bruk and seaplanes to El Adem. 

“The procedure to be followed by 
Italian aircraft in approaching and 
landing on Allied territory will be: 
A—To give wide berth to all 
shipping at sea and to avoid ports 
on approaching a coast; B—To fly 
at 3000 feet with the undercarriage 
down for 20 miles to seaward of 
the coast and to the airdrome se- 
lected for the landing; C—Com- 
plete two left-hand circuits of the 
airdrome at 1000 feet before com- 
ing in to land. 

“Disregard of these orders or of 
subsequent orders I shall issue 
will be considered as a breach of 
the terms of the armistice accept- 
ed by your commanders in chief 
and will be to the prejudice of 
your future treatment.”

Successor to Wildcat, One of Fastest Ships in 
Skies, Gives U. S. Superiority Over Zeros— 


Armament, Armor, Gas Tank Improved.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—The Navy 
disclosed today some details of its 


new fighter plane, the Grumman 
Hellcat, as the answer to prayers 
of American pilots for a plane to 
fight the Zero on any terms. The 
plane saw action for the first time 
in the Navy’s raid on Marcus 
Island Sept. 1. 
The ship is the pilots’ own plane 
in the sense that it incorporates 
the combined experience of our 
naval aviators in the Pacific, and 
is the first American fighter to 
reach production on plans coming 
entirely from experiences of the 
present war. 
Its speed and climb are secret, 
but the Navy’s Bureau of Aero- 
nautics says: 
“Speed is the word for the 
Hellcat. It is one of the fastest 
fighters in the skies.” 
The Hellcat. is a successor to 
the Grumman Wildcat, and was 
designed and built by the Grum- 
man Aircraft Engineering Cor- 
poration under direction of the 
Navy’s Bureau of Aeronautics. 
Larger Than Wildcat. 
The new plane is both bigger 
and faster than the Wildcat, 
which Under Secretary James V. 
Forrestal said saved Guadalcanal, 
and,-the Bureau of Aeronautics 
said stopped the Japanese planes 
‘in the Coral Sea, at Midway and 
in the Solomons. 
The new Hellcat is a single 
seater, better armed. than the 
Wildcat, and with improved pro- 
tective armor. Best of all, in the 
bureau’s opinion, is a new flexible 
type of gasoline tank, a step ahead 
of the ordinary puncture-proof 
tank. The official explanation is 
limited to the statement that the 
tank functions like a rubber bag 
inside a canvas hammock. 
The fighting altitude of the 
Hellcat is higher than its: prede- 
cessor. Some idea of what this 
means is. seen by the surprise the 
Japanese got at Guadalcanal last 
October, when Wildcats met them 
at 25,000 feet and shot down 30 
Zeros in 10 minutes without losing 
one ship. 
“From the beginning,” says the 
Bureau, “the fighting pilots were 
crazy about the new airplane. Its 
superb handling qualities gave 
them confidence. It came aboard 
a carrier as easily as a bird. 
“After the Japanese hit Pearl 
Harbor with swarms of slithering, 
silver Zeros—faster and more ma- 


neuverable than any United States 
plané—stunned but stubborn Navy 
pilots went into huddles in the 
face of .stern necessity and 
schemed up ways and means of 
beating the Japs with what they 
had — the Grumman Wildcat. 
Though the Zero held the advan- 
tage in climb and maneuverability, 
United States pilots kad guns, ar- 
mor and leak-proof tanks—some- 
thing that would hold together 
when it. was hfit—the Wildcat. 
Found Way to Fight Zeros. 

“From such grim-faced sessions 
and from battles waged by carrier 
and land-based squadrons over the 
South Pacific in succeeding 
months came tactics — based on 
long peacetime training — which 
piled up a five-to-one ratio against 
the Japs. Our pilots learned to 
shun like poison the vicious circle 
of the individual dog fight, for 
there the Zero held mastery with 
its tight turns and steep angles 
of. climb. 

“Instead they took to the heights, 
and from there tore into the Zeros 
on straight runs, igniting vulner- 
able fuel tanks, killing pilots and 
wrecking engines with their .50- 
caliber guns. They found they 
could outshoot the Japs, so they 
hit and got out of there. Fre- 
quently they concentrated in their 
runs on deflection (off to the side) 
shots which the Navy had been 
practicing for 20 years. 

“They hunted in pairs, or fours, 
or eights, never leaving a tail un- 
protected if they could help it. 
Air fighting became the old foot- 
ball game in which these American 
boys were so proficient.” 

Early in this period Grumman’s 
vice-president, A. L. (Jake) Swir- 
bul, went to the Pacific to de- 
velop plans for a plane that would 
prefit by war experience. Lt. 
Comdr. John Smith (Jimmy) 
Thatch, U. S. N., a squadron 
leader, told Swirbul. what was 
needed---“more speed and climb.” 

Afterward, while President 
Roosevelt was giving Lt. Comdr. 
Edward H. (Butch) O’Hare, U. §S. 
N., St. Louis, the Congressional 
Medal of Honor on April 21, 1942, 
he asked: 

“Butch, what kind of a fighter 
plane to you need to beat the 
Japs?” 

“Something that will go upstairs 
faster.” 

This remark was one of the fac- 
tors which led to installation of a 
Pratt & Whitney engine that is 
part of the plane’s unusual per- 
formance,

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QUOTAS FOR MILK 


DEALERS PLANNED, 
BASED ON SALES 


WFA Decides to Set 


Limits in Move to 
Avoid Shortages or 
Point Rationing. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP).— 
Striving to avoid either milk 
shortages or point rationing, the 
War Food Administration has de- 
cided to establish quotas for deal- 
ers, holding them generally to the 
amounts they have been selling in 
recent months. 

The dealer-quota plan an- 
nounced last night follows up an- 
nouncements that consumption of 
milk and dairy products must be 
kept from increasing or shortages 
would be inevitable. 

The system will be put into ef- 
fect first in urban ‘areas, the 
agency said, and will be extended 
as facilities permit. Sales to hos- 
pitals, young mothers and chil- 
dren will take precedence and 
home consumption needs will come 
ahead of those of public eating 
places, the WFA added. 

Details to Vary. 

Details of the program will vary 
in accordance with the local sup- 
ply situation. Officials thought 
that in most instances quotas 
would be set at approximately the 
quantity of fluid milk sold in re- 
cent months. 

Sales of cream and fluid milk 
by-products, such as skim milk, 
buttermilk, flavored milk drinks 
and cottage cheese may be reduced 
somewhat below current or recent 
levels. 

The WFA said dealers’ quotas 
based on the current rate of de- 
livery to civilian outlets would 
permit consumers to purchase 
more milk that in 1942 and con- 
siderably more than in prewar 
years, but not as much as they 
apparently would buy if ample 
supplies were available. 

Consumption Expanding. 

Consumption of fluid milk has 
been expanding at such a rate, of- 
ficials said, that the production of 
butter, cheese, evaporated and 
dried milk-products needed for 
war as well as civilian purposes— | 
was seriously threatened. 

The WFA said that if the quota 
system does not succeed consumer 
rationing of fluid milk might be 
come necessary. It stated, how- 
ever, that officials desire to avoid 
rationing if possible because of its 
extreme complexity. 

Sales of fluid milk and milk 
products to the armed forces and 
to designated governmental agen- 
cies will be exempt from quotas, 


THREE-FOURTHS OF B AND C 
GASOLINE CARDS ISSUED 


More than 75 per cent of the B 
and C gasoline rations expected to 
be renewed have been issued, Phil 
Ziegenfull, ration board adminis- 
trator, announced today, The larg- 
est number of applications received 
was Sept, 1, when 1665 were sub- 
mitted. 

As many as 300 new-type books 
were turned into the board in er- 
ror daily, Ziegenfuss said, because 
many persons could not distinguish 
between old and new coupons. New 
coupons may be identified by the 
words “Mileage Ration” and the 
letter B or C. 

Ziegenfuss advised motorists to 
indorse their coupons immediately, 
as it is illegal under Office of Price 
Administration regulations to carry 
coupons not indorsed. OPA offi- 
cilals are planning a check of in- 
dorsements soon.

‘Italy Free Again,’ Says Sign Heading Pro- 
cession — Community Promises Real 
Celebration When War Is Over. 


The march of a drum and bugle 
corps down Edwards street and 
the raising of countless glasses of 


beer and red wine in salute to vic- 
tory last night marked the cele- 
bration of Italy’s surrender by the 
Italian-American community in 
“The Hill” district. 

Charles Barni, head of the Ital- 
ian World War Veterans, Missouri 
Post No. 1, led the brief parade 
carrying a hastily-prepared sign 
which read “Italy free again.” The 
musicians were children of the 
Italian veterans, and knots of hap- 
py men, women and children 
cheered them aft every corner. 

But the news of the Italian 
capitulation had come too suddenly 
for an organized mass celebration, 
and the street-corner groups quick- 
ly melted away to their homes or 
to taverns, where frequent cries of 
“Salute!” were heard. Most of the 
celebrants went home early. As 
Henry Ruggeri, operator of the 
restaurant at 2300 Edwards street, 
put it, “These men have to go to 
work tomorrow. We still have to 


turn out the goods to beat Hitler 
and the Japs.” 

Vincent Grassi, 5324 Wilson ave- 
nue, said, “Wait until the end of 
the war. Then you'll see a real 
celebration. Most of the families 
here have boys in uniform still 
fighting Germany and Japan.” Sam 
Chinnici, 6641 Lansdowne avenue, 
said he was “extremely happy” at 
the final downfall of Fascism in 
his parents’ native land and ex- 
pressed the hope a real democratic 
government would be set up there 
soon. The people of “The Hill” 
are unanimous in that hope, he 
declared. 

In the downtown Italian com- 
munity, a joyous group gathered 
in the courtyard of the building at 
816-20 Cole street. Mrs. Theresa 
Difatta, who has two sons in mili- 
tary service, chattered excitedly 
in Italian. “She says it’s wonder- 
ful news afd there'll be wine for 
everybody right in this yard when 
the war is over,” translated Mrs. 
Rose Garbo. “And I'll cook all 
the spaghetti anybody can eat,” 
she added.

WALLAGH REVIVES 
CHARGES AGAINST 
ROT AND CORNELI 


Files Three Complaints of 
Technical Embezzle- 
ment of School and 
Bridge Funds. 


Technical embezzlement charges 
against Clifford Corneli, former 
Presiding Judge of the County 
Court, and County Judge Henry 
W. J. Rott, quashed last June 
under a plea in abatement, were re- 
vived today by Stanley Wallach, 
prosecuting attorney of St. Louis 
County. 

Wallach filed three compaints 
before Justice of the Peace Taylor 
W. Strubinger of Clayton Town- 
ship. The Justice of the Peace 
said that warrants probably would 
be issued tomorrow, with a pre 
liminary hearing to be held a week 
from today. 

One complaint charged embezzle- 
ment of $30,000 in school loan 
funds through a bad loan. A sec- 
ond charged misuse of $19,500 
from Lindbergh toll bridge con- 
struction funds through payments 
to two attorneys for legal services. 
A third charged technical embes- 
zlement of $45,000 from toll bridge 
funds in payments to two broker- 
age firms. 

The $30,000 loan, soon defaulted, 
was made to Mr. and Mrs. Eugene 
Thumm for developing a subdivi- 
sion, the complaint charging that 
the property put up as collateral 
was not valued at twice the amount 
of the loan, as required by law. 
The legal services for which $19,500 
was paid to Attorneys Warren C. 
Flynn and Fred A. Gossom were 
termed “unnecessary” in the com- 
plaint. The allegedly improper 
payment of $45,000 to brokerage 
firms went ta Bitting, Jones & Co. 
and G. H. Walker & Co. 

Wallach’s action in refiling the 
charges came after receipt of affi- 
davits and other evidence from the 
office of Attorney General Roy 
McKittrick. Wallach previously 
had announced that his office and 
that of the Attorney General would 
act jointly in the prosecution. 

Indictments against Judge Rott, 
former Judge Corneli and the late 
Judge Henry L. Mueller were 
quashed June 21 by Circuit Judges 
John A. Witthaus and Amandus 
Brackman, on the ground that for- 
mer Circuit Judge Peter T. Bar- 
rett’s instructions to the grand 
jury had embodied statements of 
such a nature as to “incite, arouse 
and inflame the minds of the grand 
jurors,” preventing unbiased con- 
sideration of the case. 
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ITALY MADE FIRST 
PEACE OVERTURE 
FARLY IN AUGUST 


Emissary Called on Brit- 
ish in Neutral Country 
—Indication Portugal 


Was Scene of Talks. 


LONDON, Sept. 9 (AP).—London 
morning newspapers today quoted 
an Algiers radio report that Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower flew to the 
Italian mainland Sunday and met 
Marsha] Pietro Badoglio for final 
discussions on Italy’s surrender.

LONDON, Sept. 9.—The whole 
story of peace negotiations with 
Italy, full of colorful details and 


with unrevealed portions, cannot 
yet be told. 

But it is possible to trace broad- 
ly the course of events. 

It was during the first half of 
August, apparently, that an Italian 
emissary first approached a Brit- 
ish Government representative in 
a neutral country, explaining the 
Italian Government's earnest de- 
Sire for peace and liberation from 
the German yoke which was daily 
becoming more oppressive. 

That representative was encour- 
aged to speak freely, although he 
Was reminded that the British 
Government’s requirement was 
“unconditiona! surrender.” 


Although the place where. these 
conversations took place cannot 
be revealed, it may be worth re- 
calling that the arrival of an 
Italian diplomatic mission in Por- 
tugal was announced in mid- 
August. 

It may be noted that President 
Roosevelt and-~ Prime Minister 
Churchill were meeting in Hyde 
Park and Quebec at the same 
period. 

Plans Already Prepared. 

The Italian representative, who 
was seemingly fully qualified to 
discuss the military implications of 
Italy’s situation and _ desire to 
capitulate, was able to convince 
the British that his purpose was 

ona fide. Fortunately, the British 
a already prepared a prelimi- 
nary draft of requirements which 
would. be imposed upon a surren- 
dering Italy. These had been dis- 
cussed with the United States and 
‘Russia. It can be inferred that the 
finishing touches were applied at 
Quebec and that Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower was informed of the 
latest details. 

Anglo-American officers at Els- 
enhower’s headquarters were 
thereupon empowered to convey 
terms to the Italian representa- 
tive. 

Although at that time military 
requirements were worked out in 
great detail, it was intimated the 
Allies would impose further politi- 
cal, financial and economic re- 
quirements which would be made 
known later. 

At subsequent meetings at 
Eisenhower's advanced headquar- 
ters in Sicily, the Italian repre- 
sentative intimated that Premier 
Pietro Badoglio’s Government ac- 
cepted all the military terms for 
armistice and also engaged itself 
to observe the further economic 
clauses which the Italian Govern- 
ment must sign later. 

Actual signing of the Armistice 
on Sept. 3, the third anniversary 
of the British declaration of war, 
completed arrangements, but the 
Allies retained the power to de- 
termine the moment when it 
should become operative. The Ital- 
ians were not informed until the 
last moment when fresh invasion 
forces were already setting out for 
chosen destinations. 

Safeguards Taken. 

Possibility that the Germans 
might get wind of what was hap- 
pening and attempt, physically, to 
prevent Badoglio from broadcast- 
ing from Rome was also foreseen. 
By way of safeguard, a high-rank- 
ing Italian officer was retained in 
Sicily who could speak on, behalf 
of Badoglio if that should® prove 
necessary. : 

Although military considerations 
prevent the full publication of full 
terms which the Italians have un- 
dertaken to perform, it can be un- 
derstood that these are of the most 
sweeping nature and provide for 
everything which the Allies would 
require to enable them to continue 
war against the Germans with ut- 
most vigor. 

It is noteworthy that Badoglio, 
while telling Italians to cease all 
acts of hostility against Anglo- 
American forces, instructs them 
to oppose attacks from any other 
forces. This means that the Ital- 
ians are definitely ordered to re- 
gard the Germans henceforth as 
their enemies.

CITY INCLUDED IN PROPOSED 
AIR ROUTE TO RUSSIA, KOREA 


Inclusion of St. Louis in a plan 
of three other cities to establish 
an international air route through 
the middle of the North American 
continent and across the top of the 
earth to Russia and Korea was 
sought yesterday by Arthur L 
Boreman, chairman of the Aviation 
Committee of the Des Moines 
Chamber of Commerce, 

The plan, as outlined to Director 
of Public Utilities Milton M. Kin- 
sey, would provide for St. Louis to 
make a joint application with Des 
Moines, Minneapolis and Winnepeg 
to Government authorities for es- 
tablishing the route through these 
cities, ‘ 

Boreman said St. Louis would be 
the southern terminus of the air 
route across the North Pole. From 
each of the cities along the route, 
feedef air lines to the East and 
West would be established, Bore- 
man added. The route was sug- 
gested because each of the large 
cities on it is in the center of the 
continent and each has similar 
airport improvement programs, 
Boreman explained.

Amputation of Hitler's “Leg” 

Depicted; Pravda Links Fall 

to Donets Victory. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 9 (AP). — One 
of the first Soviet reactions to 
the Italian surrender was a car- 
toon published in Red Star, the 
army organ, showing a long saw 
gripped by Russian, American and 
British hands cutting off Hitler's 
Italian leg.

To the west of Italy the islands 
of Sardinia and Corsica, the latter 
believed garrisoned exclusively by 
Italian troops, seem to offer step- 
ping stones for the establishment 
of a beachhead on the southern 
coast of France. 


French Army Ready. 

The French have a _  newly- 
equipped army of 300,000 men in 
the Mediterranean area. Obviously 
when the time is ripe it could 
spearhead such a drive to liberate 
the homeland and force the Ger- 
mans back into their inner Euro- 
pean fortress. 

The highest Allied leaders are | 
not counting on an internal Ger- 
man collapse, and their plans, so 
far as known, are based even on 
the possibility that Germany may 
still retain some limited offensive 
power next spring. Their view 
apparently is that victory now ap- 
pears certain by the winter of 
1944, with the remote but never- 
theless real possibility of a -Ger- 
man collapse in the winter immedi- 
ately ahead. 

The surrender of Italy puts new 
strains on German military 
strength at several points. The 
Italians had an estimated three 
or four divisions in southern 
France and 18 tq 20 in the Balkans, 

The garrison duty they did must 
be taken over by Nazi and possi- 
bly affiliated troops. There have 
been reports that Bulgarians had 
relieved Italian in Yugoslavia and 
to some extent in Greece. But 
the situation is such now that the 

. Nazi high command may not place 
too much confidence in.the will- 
to-fight of the Bulgarians. 

Fate of Fleet in Balance. 

The fate of the Italian fleet, like 
the fate of the Italian divisions 
abroad, is in the balance. If the/ 
Germans learned or guessed what 
Was coming, they probably made 
some effort to seize such Italian 
warships as were in upper Adriatic 
ports. Unless these ships cleared 
out in the five-day period between 
the signing of the armistice Fri- 
day and its disclosure yesterday, 
the Allies had little chance of

Disarming Italians. 

Another announcement from the 
Berlin radio said a military spokes- 
man declared that “conformably 
with an agreement with the Italian 
Army in Greece, Italian troops aft- 
er surrendering heavy material, 
will withdraw to the coast and 
there await further instructions 
from the German high command.” 

The German news agéncy, DNB, 
in a broadcast over the Berlin ra- 
dio, said Nazi forces in Italy had 
disarmed Italian troops after’ “lo- 
cal resistance” was met and brok- 
en.

At two points in his speech he interpolated the 
phrase “at this moment” when speaking of Allied troops landing on 


strange enemy coasts and bombers roaring in at roof-top level. 


He 


may, or may not have had in mind, the new Allied landings at Naples, 


announced a few hours later. 


Text of Speech 
By the President. 


The text of Roosevelt's speech 
follows: 


Once upon a time, a few years 
ago, there was a city in our Middle 
West which was threatened by a 
destrucitve flood in the river. The 
waters had risen to the top of the 
banks. Every man, woman and 
child in that city was called upon 
to fill sand bags in order to defend 
their homes against the rising wa- 
ters. For many days and night, 
destruction and death stared them 
in the face. 


As a result of the grim, deter- 
mined community effort, that city 
still stands. Those people kept the 
levees above the peak of the flood. 
All of them joined together in the 
desperate job which had to be done 
—business men, workers, farmers, 
doctors, preachers—people of all 
races, 

To me, that town is a living sym- 
bol of what community co-opera- 
tion can accomplish. 

Today, in the same kind of com- 
munity effort, the United Nations 
and their people have kept the 
levees of civilization high enough 
to prevent the floods of aggression 
and barbarism and wholesale mur- 
der from engulfing us all. The flood 
has been raging for four years. At 
last, we are beginning to gain on 
it; but the waters have not yet re- 
ceded enough for us to relax our 
sweating work with the sand bags. 
In this war bond campaign we are 
filling bags and placing them 
against the flood—bags, which are 
essential if we are to stand off the 
ugly torrent which is trying jp 
sweep us all away. 

Armistice With Rome 
Is Victory for Italy, 

Today, an armistice with Italy 
was concluded. 

This was a great victory for the 
United Nations—but it was also a 
great victory for the Italian peo- 
ple. After years of war and suf- 
fering and degradation, the Italian 
people are at last coming to the 
day of liberation from their real 
enemies, the Nazis. 

But let us not delude ourselves 
that this armistice means the end 
of the war in the Mediterranean. 
We must drive the Germans out 
of Italy as we have driven them 
out of Tunisia and Sicily; we must 
drive them out of France and all 
other captive countries; and we 
must strike them on their own soil 
from all directions. 

Our ultimate objecitves in this 
war continue to be Berlin and To- 
kyo. 

T ask you to bear these objectives 
constantly in mind—and do not 
forget that we still have a long 
way to go before attaining them. 

The great news you have heard 
today from Gen. Eisenhower does 
not give you license to settle back 
in your rocking chairs and say, 
“Well, that does it. We've got ’em 
on the run. Now we can start the 
celebration.” 

The time for celebration is not 
yet. And I have a suspicion that 
when this war does end, we shall 
not be in a very celebrating frame 
of mind. I think that our main 
emotion will be one of grim ‘deter- 
mination that this shall not hap- 


pen again. 
War Will Become 
Bigger and Tougher. « 


During the past weeks, Mr. 
Churchill and I have been in con- 
stant conference with the leaders 
of our combined fighting forces. 
We have been in constant com- 
munication with our fighting Al- 
lies, Russian and Chinese, who are 
prosecuting the war with relent- 
less determination and with con- 
spicuous success on far distant 
fronts, and he and [| are together 
here at this crucial moment. 

We have seen the satisfactory 
fulfillment of plans that were 
made in Casablanca last January 
and here in Washington last May. 
And we have made new, extensive 
plans for the future. But through- 
out these conferences we have 
never lost sight of the fact that 
this war will become bigger and 
tougher, rather than easier, during 
the long months that are to come. 

This war does not and must not 
stop for one single instant. Our 
fighting men know that. Those of 
them who are moving forward 
through jungles against lurking 
Japs—those who are landing at 
this moment in barges moving 
through the dawn up to strange 
enemy coasts—those who are div- 
ing their bombers down on the 


target at roof-top levels at this 
moment—every one of these men 
knows that this war is a full-time 
job and that it will continue to 
be until total victory is won. 
And, by the same token, every 
responsible leader in all the United 
Nations knows that the fighting

—the Americans in the American 
homes—the very homes which our | 
sons and daughters are working 
and fighting and dying to pre- 
serve. 

I know I speak for every man 
and woman in America when I 
say that we Americans will not be 
satisfied to send our troops into 
the fire of the enemy with equip- 
ment inferior in any way. Nor 
will be be satisfied to send our 
troops with equipment only equal 
to that of the enemy. We are de- 
termined to provide our troops 
with overpowering superiority of 
quality and quantity in any and 
every category of arms and arma- 
ments that they may conceivably 
need, 


Money You Give and 


Lend Buys Power. 

And where does our dominating 
power come from? It can come 
only from you, The money you 
lend and the money you give in 
taxes buys that death-dealing, 
life-saving power we need for vic- 
tory. This is an expensive war— 
expensive in money; you can help 
keep it at a minimum cost in 
lives. 

The American people will never 
stop to reckon the cost of redeem- 
ing civilization. They know there 
can never be any economic justi-

Russian Church Formally Elects 


Plans to Expand 


head for the first time since 
in 1925. 


The: new patriarch, Sergei, is a 
76-year-old churchman who was 
named Metropolitan of Moscow at 
the last recognized Episcopal As- 
sembly in 1917. Since Tikhon’s 
death, he has generally been con- 
sidered at least the unofficial head 
of the orthodox church organiza- 
tion here. 


Sergei was elected in a brief ses- 
sion of the Episcopal Assembly on 
Wednesday afternoon. Its setting 
alone was enough to indicate the 
rate at which church history is 
moving, for it was held in the com- 
fortable, roomy home formerly as- 
signed as residence for the German 
Ambassador, Friedrich von Schu- 
lenberg. 
the rank of Bishop or higher par- 
ticipated. In addition to the elec- 
tion, other church problems were 
discussed. Among them, accord- 
ing to Metropolitan Alexei of Len- 
ingrad, was the question of open- 
ing theological institutes. These 
will not be seminaries along the 
lines of earlier church institutions 
here, but will be schools which fu- 
ture clergymen will attend after 
completing their secondary educa- 
tion, 


Churches May Expand. 


The number of churches in Mos- 
cow and other centers of the Soviet 
Union also may be increased. About 
50 now are operating in the capital 
itself and its immediate environs. 
There is no definite program pro- 
viding for the extension of these 
institutions except that, according 
to church leaders, the election of 
the patriarch and the church synod 
will “naturally be followed by the 
expansion of church work.” 


It was during August that the 
Soviet authorities notified Sergei 
and his staff, who had spent al- 
most two years in the Volga city 
of Ulyanovsk, that reasons which 
made their evacuation necessary 
no longer existed. Sergei and 10 
members of his staff returned to 
Moscow Aug. 31 traveling in a 
private sleeping car which was 
placed at their disposal. 

For an hour and a half Saturday 
night, Sergei, Alexei and Metro- 
politan Nikolai of Kiev, talked 
with Premier Joseph Stalin and 
Foreign Minister Molotov. in 
Stalin’s reception room. 

Alexei said that the conversa- 
tions proceeded in an “atmosphere 
of exceptional sincerity.” The 
churchmen are reported to have 
been amazed at Stalin’s familiarity 
with their problems. , They told 
him their plan to elect the 
patriarch and synod. According to 
a brief communique which was is- 
sued the following morning Stalin 
“regarded these intentions with 
favor and stated that the govern- 
ment would raise no obstacles to 
them.” . 


New Headquarters. 

It was not a mere show of 
empty words. One of the specific 
problems was their headquarters. 
Sergei and his staff had been quar- 
tered in a modest timber cottage 
well out from the center of the 
city. It was pointed out that this 
was hardly adequate for the du- 
ties which would fall upon any 
duly constituted patriarch of all 
Russia, The result was the assign- 
ment of the Schulenberg house 
into which the staff moved on 
Tuesday. 

These changes involve no altera- 
tion in the church’s legal consti- 
tutional status. The church will 
undertake no new ‘civil functions 
such as the registration of mar- 
riages or births and will continue 
to maintain only private personal 
records. Whether any alteration 
in tax structure will follow can 
not yet be determined. Despite

Planes Caught Grounded. 

The pounding was unmerciful 
and they kept it up without oppo- 
sition execpt for a few antiaircraft 
guns on the island.

300 Bomb Runs.

The 
buildings were so concentrated 
that one pilot describing that part 
of the island said: “... and over 
there was Brooklyn.” 


It was like using a sledge ham- 
mer to swat a fly, and hitting ‘t 
squarely.

Italy, the First 
To Go

HE end of the road as an Axis 
power was reached by Italy at 
the beginning of the fifth year 
of war and just short of three 
years and three months after Mus- 
solini, scenting carrion, decided to 
batten on the dying body of France. 
As a military force Italy had 
ceased having any particular im- 
portance long before Marshal 
Badoglio threw in the sponge. The 
Italian troops in Tunisia had for 
the most part fought only half- 
heartedly, or not at all. The same 
thing happened in Sicily. And the 
Italian fleet was kept in cotton 
wool during all the months in 
which the threat to the kingdom 
kept getting nearer and nearer. 
Yet as long as Italy remained in 
the war on the Axis side, even as 
a nominal and unwilling partner of 
the Third Reich, it served as ce 
ment that helped keep the Axis 
combination together.

Now that Italy has surrendered, 
a rapid disintegration of the coali- 
tion which Hitler had built up over 
the years by means of chicanery, 
cajolery, threat and brutal force, 
is no longer unlikely. 

This is what happened in the 
last war when, following the de 
fection of Bulgaria, the lesser 
members of the Quadruple Alli- 
ance began scurrying around in 
search of an exit. 


It may happen again. And if it 
does, Germany will not be able ‘or 
long to avert her now inevitable 
doom.

The truce has been signed, the armistice announced: 
Italy’s Axis partnership dissolves. Allied armies 
plunge ashore to seize positions up and down the 
Tyrrhenian coast. 

“The war is over,” people call across the long land, 
searching each other’s faces to make certain the 
truth of it, knowing a space of anguish must come 
before peace. | , 

“Effective this instant,” said Gen. Eisenhower of 
the armistice, “Hostilities between the armed forces 
of the United Nations and those of Italy terminate 
at once.” He did not tell weary Italians to lay down 
their weapons, but asked that they turn them against 
the hated aggressor, even as the Wehrmacht seized 
hostages and clamped down on northern cities. 

“A great victory,” said Roosevelt, but still, “we 
must drive the Germans out of Italy.” The Cana- 
dians and British.of the First Army, the Americars 
of Patton’s tank-bucking Seventh and Mark Clark's 
secret Fifth, thrust inland to meet the Boche as his 
words were spoken. 

It is a great victory in Italy, although not won 
until the last Nazi dies or is driven from her his- 
toric soil. Our: terms of “unconditional surrender” 
have been accepted. We have stayed the striking 
arm of some 80 Latin divisions in Greece,-in Yugo- 
slavia, in Russia, in the Dodecanese key to the Dar- 
danelles and in the homeland. We have been wel- 
comed by a chorus of cheers and swelling flags and 
many who think of us as liberators. We have dis- 
credited Fascism in its birthplace, set foot upon the 
very drawbridge of Fortress Europe, approached 
a Balkan sideroad to Germany’s softest exposure, and 
fed the hopes of freedom everywhere. 

We have even, it séems, surprised the master- 
minds in Berlin. The German radio gives us the 
leading clew to shock in its complete reversal from 
a buttering of Badoglio, a murmuring of good rid- 
dance to the “sterile’ Mussolini Government, to 
charges of an Allied “plot” and hysterical cries of 
“betrayal” and “open treachery.” 

. . - 

These are the framework of victory. Its heart will 
begin to beat for everyone to hear when all Italy is 
ours. Its soul will come to life when the Allies nur- 
ture emergent democracy there, when they put aside 
the vestigial little King and his one-time Duke of 
Addis Ababa, and let the voice of the people who 
begged us to come, and welcomed us, speak for the 
leaders they choose among themselves. 

If Italians had ever known majority rule, these 
20 years might not have. been decades of shame. Dic- 
tators hold their power through destruction. De- 
mocracies must be outraged to war. A million men 
and an empire were the price of a Mussolini when 
the bill came due. He forged Italian chains in Rome 
with full sanction of the little King, and shackled 
the people with them. 

Then, with Victor and Badoglio wagging obsequi- 
ously in his wake like pipsqueak adjutants, the Duce 
led the Axis test of opposition with Ethiopian con- 
quest. He learned, while Hitler watched and made 
notes, that the League of _Nations was as deaf to 


cries of “Murder!” in Europe’s back yard as it had 


been to robbery in Manchuria four years before. 
Ethiopia: was Hitler’s proving ground for what he 
dared, and dared not, do. 

Crime upon Roman crime followed with Albania, 
gallant Greece ... “The valiant never taste of 
death but once.” That Savoyard monarch and his 
beribboned Duke stood by and smiled to watch the 
Empire swell, even through the 1940 stab at defeated 
France. And later, there was Mussolini prancing 
like a caparisoned Caesar across North Africa, after 
the first fall of Bengasi and Tobruk, expecting to 
enter Cairo in victor’s triumph. 

“Not even cap and bells were his at Verona last 
July, at his final meeting with the Nazi puppeteer. 
His rule collapsed. Badoglio stepped in. Now, 45 
days later, we begin the bloody dismemberment of 
the Axis. All authority over Italy is ours. We must 
use it well, with honor, guarding a trust. 

* o * 

It is good to learn that the truce was made with 
the approval of Russia. Roosevelt announced on 
Tuesday that council among the three great powers 
was closer to being than ever before. With the sit- 
ting down together in London of Winant, Maisky 
and Eden, and the formation of a tripartite Mediter- 
ranean Commission, the seeds of accord begin to 
put forth roots. From them will surely grow a de- 
layed understanding on Balkan and Baltic problems 
yet to come, 

Russia may be a stronger force than many real- 
ize for the rebirth of democracy in Europe. No com- 
promise with unpopular authority will satisfy Stalin, 
or should satisfy us. -To know that at'last we con- 
sult Russia is to blush that our coolest shoulder is 
still turned to the National Committee for French 
Liberation. Though we have not yet granted that 
fact—as Russia and Iceland have—the Algiers com- 
mittee holds a nationhood in trust and should be 
heard on the future of France’s neighbor. 

It is helpful, at a time when real friends rally, that 
Italians have been told to “oppose attacks from any 
other quarter’—in effect, to fight side by side with 
the Allies wherever they are needed to meet the 
common foe. But it must be remembered—lest this 
seem a favor instead of a rigid term of armistice— 
that Badoglio’s choice of truce is not his own, 


Our Trial by Victory in Italy 


The pressure of great armies at his gates, the pres- 
sure from parading, rioting people within, was a 
tide so full he had no choice but to yield, sooner 
than he might have wished if wasteful stalling could 
salvage any ragged shreds of power. 

These are the great potential advantages, then: 

Help from the Italians themselves. 

The possible surrender of most of the fleet of 100 
warships and 300 merchantmen—vessels that would 
release Allied shipping for use on other invasion 
fronts, 

Momentarily, a halt to German production, nested 
and spiny with defenses in the north of Italy. 

Great bases of operation against Hitler’s Heartland. 

Finally, air fieldé that put our fighters within 
range of Munich and Mannheim; that put Thunder- 
bolts, Lightnings and our medium bombers within 
flight of Essen and Paris, Berlin and Sofia; that give 
our Fortregses Hamburg, Crakow and the Ploesti 
fields for targets. In terms of air blows, attack from 
the newly won south will give us shorter runs, 
heavier loads, shuttle raiding on as grand a scale as 
we care to use it. No hive of Third Reich industry, no 
Nazi cranny but what will feel our might and burn 
and shatter béneath our speeding bombs, 

That time has not yet come, despite the truce. 
How soon depends on the resistance of some three 
Nazi divisions still below Rome, the stoutness of 
Nazi defenses in the.north, the progress of our own 
‘landings. The President warns that ugly work lies 
ahead before victory comes true. 

. * * 

The truce was signed on Friday, its announcement 
withheld for that “moment most favorable to the 
Allies.” Not only, apparently, did Eisenhower plan 
the best possible disposition of his forces, He must 
have waited, as Churchill waited in Washington, for 
steps to be taken to secure the Italian fleet, to but- 
tress Rome against German seizure of power, to 
solidify the surrender line to be taken in broadcasts 
from Tunis, from Admiral Cunningham and from the 
Middle East command which further called for guer- 
rilla aid in Yugoslavia and Greece. 

Air raids on Italy, carried on throughout the week 
end, may prove not to be, after all, the zealous, waste- 
ful destruction of a Savonarola, but systematic dis- 
ruption of German retreat. Now Tunis calls to Ital- 
ian workers to freeze Nazis and their supplies 
against movement by air or rail or highway. 

Such planning is of the scope by which wars are 
won. 

. . . ° 

Apparently, then, we “co-operated” with Badoglio 
to stall for German withdrawal and disorganization; 
we agreed with truce-makers to carry on a semblance 
of hostility toward Italy until the iron was golden- 
hot for striking. 

And that is the cause for uneasiness among all who 
fear we might compromise with the King and his 
pompous henchman when final peace is made. Use 
them until we arrive in Rome? Yes. But will this 
then be, truly, “unconditional surrender,” with the 
diseased old regime out and the people given the 
right to rule? Or is this merely the Duke of Addis 
Ababa under new management? 

We must not forget, our leaders must remember, 
that Mussolini followed his chest to Rome at a cra- 
ven King’s bidding; that Badoglio was not his mar- 
ionette, nor Victor his hostage, but that both shared 
his drunken dreams of Roman empire. 

Nor can it be forgotten for an expedient moment 
that Italy is the showcase in which we, the Western 
democracies, will display our wares to all other 
allies. A world waits to see just what we have to 
offer. If it is second-hand freedom, tarnished liber- 
ties, a shopworn apology for majority rule, we gather 
enemies even as we conquer. 

Germany weakens. Gen. von Rundstedt, cleaver- 
faced and glowering, sandbags Southern France. 
Each Nazi kommandantur in occupied territory stiff- 
ens control of roiled peoples, feeling the breath of 
an underground army of 12,000,000 that awaits the 
striking hour. Hitler hears Finland’s call for peace 
and its meaningless echo, watches the thinning 
thread of home morale, studies the problems of bomb- 
hobbled production. America and Britain may 
strike anywhere along his 4000-mile front, from the 
Arctic to the Aegean—or beyond. Hitler’s ring of 
Wagnerian fire burns in upon him. 

= . - 

This weakening does not mean that we can lean 
on hopes of early triumph. The animal, wounded, 
will grow fiercer with pain. German reserves of 
bombers and fighters have been husbanded, we 
know, for the invasion. German U-boats, Knox 
warns, will probably put out to sea again in vulpine 
force and with new, stronger guns. Even if Der 
Fuehrer is deposed, it is the first law of Prussian- 
ism to bleed to death rather than accept “peace 
without honor.” A new kind of “Revolution by con- 
sent” may aid us in the satellite countries, but it 
is folly to hope that Germany herself will fall in fear. 

As military fronts advance and battles flame, the 
future of nations must be decided behind the lines. 
Badoglio and the little King—let planners remember 
—did not leave Fascism’s piratical bark until her 
hull was rotting and her masts brought down. There 
is no place in our camp for their “pale, cold coward- 
ice.” Our soldiers do not die that Kings may live, 


and that their errors shall be made again. 


“Back the attack” is the slogan of the Third War 
Loan Drive, which starts today, and there has never 
before been a time during this war when the people 
should be so eager as now to do just that. 2 

With Sicily conquered, with Italy brought to 
unconditional surrender and with the promise given 
by Gen. George C. Marshall, the Army Chief of Staff, 
that the attack from now onward will constantly 
increase in scope and in intensity—we have, more 
than ever before, compelling inspiration to give 
our fighting men the last full measure of our sup- 
port.. By buying more bonds, we can make our 
contribution to victory. 

St. Louisans are called upon to buy $180,6756,000 
worth of war bonds in the third drive. Since one 
underlying purpose of war-bond selling is to curb 
inflation, as much of this sum as possible should 
be subscribed out of current earnings. In the 
first and second war bond campaigns, a rather large 
proportion of the whole consisted of purchases by 
banks and insurance companies and by individuals 
out of savings. Such purchases do nothing or very 
little to drain off the surplus of buying power which 
would, unless adequately controlled, cause inflation.

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War Is Remaking Education 


After peace coffies, study of modern languages will be accelerated, 


and the neglected Oriental tongues will come into their own, 
writer says; adjustments that will confront us will stimulate the 


social sciences; technical study will shift on lines now not visible.

HESE are the days when schools and 
T couteges throughout the country are 

opening for a new scholastic year. 
Nevér before in our history have they 
faced such abnormal conditions. 


War narrows the objectives of human 
activities. It places a large emphasis on 
various technical skills. 


In promoting the purposes of war, the 
principle of priority invades every aspect 
of life. It becomes necessary to apply the 
principle to man power, as well as to physi- 
cal resources, 


Our military establishment has turned to 
the colleges for certain types of training 
for specific Army needs. Colleges and 
universities have gladly offered their facili- 
ties to these Army trainees and readjusted 
their courses of study to meet Army re- 
quirements. We should realize that this is 
the first time in our history when priority 
in subject-matter has been put in effect by 
influences outside of the institutions them- 
selves. 


This necessary policy of war raises some 
questions of far-reaching importance. What 
influence will a functional program of edu- 
cation for war have on postwar policies for 
peace? Will pressure be brought on edu- 
cational agencies after the war from other 
outside sources that will have the effect 
of vitally changing our past procedures? 


The Choice of Studies. 


Nearly a hundred years ago, Herbert 
Spencer discussed this subject in an essay 
entitled: “What Knowledge Is of Most 
Worth?” He concluded that all knowledge 
is of value, but not of equal value. Knowl- 
edge of intrinsic value, he thought, was 
science, which should be given the primary 
place in education, 


At the time Spencer wrote his essay, the 
Industrial Revolution had begun to exert 
an important influence on education, In- 
creasing emphasis was being given to in- 
dustrial and vocational education. It was 
about this time that laboratory instruction 
began to give effectiveness to scientific in- 
struction and technical education was com- 
peting with the old classical curriculum. 


Individual students no longer could take 
all the subjects that were clamoring for 
recognition. The elective system was the 
logical answer, although it had the effect 
of lowering the standard of educational 
accomplishment for all time. But, in the 
light of experience, the elective system has 
fully justified itself, 3 


Freedom of choice between the subject- 
matter of instruction created new issues in 
education. For example, the conflict be- 
tween vocational education and academic 
instruction. The present war has brought 
the issues between the classics, social 
sciences and the biological and physical 
sciences to the point of a real issue, 


New Points of Emphasis. 


While educators have no thought of con- 
tending for “education as usual” under 
existing conditions, nevertheless there is the 
deepest concern about the influence of the 
new policies that have been put into effect 
upon postwar education. There seem to be 
certain conclusions that might be regarded 
as reasonably sure, 


In the first place, people are certain to be 
drawn much closer together and they un- 
doubtedly will be more interdependent than 
ever before. This means that the study of 


languages will be accelerated. In the fu- 
ture, our schools will place large emphasis, 
not only on the languages of Western 
Europe and Latin America, but ‘serious 
study will be given to Oriental languages, 
some of the languages of the East Indies, 
and perhaps some others which have been 
largely neglected up to the present time. 


In the second place, it seems certain 
that larger emphasis will be given after the 
war to the study of the social sciences. 
We have paid a large price for social illit- 
eracy in the past. If we reconstruct an 
orderly society in the future, the new world 
must recognize the tmportance of ethical 
science, which rests on the principles of 
social justice and human freedom, 


There is much talk today about social 
security, and this subject is certain to be 
one of great importance for the future. 
The problems of unemployment, the re- 
habilitation of our soldiers returning from 
the war, and relocation of peoples who 
have been uprooted from their homes are 
all subjects that will require a knowledge 
of social organization and the wisest pos- 
sible discernment on the part of our polit- 
ical leaders. 


The Adjustment to Peace. 


In the third place, I think we will have 
a revival of interest in the humanities. It 
is the function of education to perpetuate 
all that is best in the history of mankind. 


As America shifts from war psychology 
to peacetime procedures, there must be 
many readjustments in the field of tech- 
nical education, 


The shift from war conditions to peace 
conditions will call for millions of techni- 
cally trained men to supply the needs of 
people for all kinds of things that the war 
situation has made impossible for them to 
possess. 

We have seen great systems of educa- 
tion like those of Germany, Italy and 
France completely disintegrate when dom- 
inated by a false political phlosophy. Under 
our democratic system of government, re- 
gardless of its defects, education at all 
levels of learning has grown in importance 
through the years. One of the greatest 
tasks ahead is to conserve and promote 
an educational system that has meant so 
much to our people,

Achievements of a War Flyer, 
" With the Aid of His Co-Pilot 


“God Is My Co-Pilot,” by Col. Robert LL. Scott, 
(Charies Scribner’s Sons, New York.) 

OD, says Col. Scott, was his co-pilot, but 

the Colonel did most of the work. If 
in his eagerness the flyer did not at first 
have all the know-how that he needed, 
he always had the self-confidence which 
all flyers must have. It was strengthened 
by his faith in his Co-Pilot, the assurance 
that underneath were the everlasting wings, 
but it was only once in a while that he 
called for help or felt that he had had it 
without specifically calling for it. And that, 
it may be assumed, was all right with the 
Co-Pilot, for long before the day of flying 
we were told that He helps those who help 
themselves. 


Col. Scott was and is that kind of self- 
helping pilot, though at the moment he is 
teaching others how to be that kind. He 
helped himself to his first flying experience 
at the age of 12 in a home-made glider 
which crashed, perhaps because flying a 
home-made glider was a bit of foolishness 
that didn’t deserve the Co-Pilot’s approval. 
He helped hitfmself to his first plane by 
planking dowm at an auction his total 
wealth, $75. 


He helped himself through West Point. 
It is not to be doubted that the Co-Pilot 
helped him when the Army pilots flew the 
mails in 1934, for he survived that. He 
helped himself into the bomber command 
with a lie about his experience. The Co- 
Pilot, who doesn’t approve of lies, must 
have been looking the other way at the 
moment. That was when he did not have 
the know-how and he needed all the help 
he could get from the Co-Pilot. 


As a ferry pilot for the Chinese Army 
and the AVG, as an aid in the aerial evacu- 
ation of Burma, as a one-man fighter force 
with a P-40E and as commander of fighter- 
pilots in Gen. C. L. Chennault’s China Air 
Task Force, he out-smarted the Japs and 
scourged them wherever he could find them. 

Scott had a dozen little flags on the side 
of his plane, one for each enemy plane that 
he had shot down. He was not in the least 
in doubt of the approval of his Co-Pilot, for 
killing Japs was just like stepping on black- 
widow spiders or scorpions. You couldn't 
feel bad about a thing like that, 


“When you've glimpsed the filth and com 
ruption of all the hell-holes that Americans 
are fighting in today,” Scott writes, “when 
you've had the blood and brains of your 
brother officers or of your soldiers splashed 
in your face by an enemy bomb, then you 
know—for it is seared on your soul—that 
we have the best country in the universe, 
whether it’s run by the Democrats or the 
Republicans or the new party that springs 
up tomorrow. You know that you have 
everything to live for and that the Jap 
has everything to die for. That’s his only 
hope of reaching the heaven that we 
already have.” 

It is enough to say that Cc.. Robert L, 
Scott is a great pilot and a great fighter 
and that he writes like he fights.

The purpose of Hopkins’ article 
is to prepare the American people 
for a long, hard war, and to warn 
against any slackening of effort 
from undue optimism. But what 
has attracted most attention in it 
is the last paragraph in which he 
says: “Russia, the keystone of the 
war, is still fighting grimly. If 
we lose her, I do not believe for 
a moment that we will lose the 
war, but I would change my pre- 
diction about the time of victory. 
Then, indeed, we would have a 
long war ahead of us.”

This statement reveals that the 
loss of Russia has been considered 
possible, even in 1943, that our 
military strategy has taken ac- 
count of that possibility and that 
we have been preparing for its 
eventuality. How could we “lose” 
Russia? Hopkins’ article, in those 
parts dealing with the military 
situation, leads one to believe that 
he contemplated a possible col- 
lapse of Russia, for he states that 
“Russia’s man power is all in ac- 
tion, she has no more reserves,” 
and, on the other hand, that the 
man power of Germany is not ex- 
hausted and she is physically and 
materially strong.

What Was Expected. 

SUBMIT that it would be in- 

teresting to know when Hopkins 
wrote his article. Since the Amer- 
ican Magazine is a monthly publi- 
cation, going to press considerably 
in advance of its appearance, I pre- 
sume that the article was written 
some time in July. If this is the 
case, Hopkins reveals what, it 
seems to me, has been a fundamen- 
tal error of oun policy from the 
beginning: Namely, the underrat- 
ing of Russian strength. 

When Churchill was in this coun- 
try last May he predicted that the 
Russians again would have to bear 
the brunt of the fighting, as the 
Germans were massing: immense 
' reserves in the east for a new sum- 
mer drive against the Soviet Union. 
The pattern of the Eastern Euro- 
pean war had been: German ad- 
vances in summer, Russian coun- 
terblows in winter, German ad- 
vances again in summer, Russian 
counterblows in winter., Appar- 
ently Churcnill believed that this 
pattern would be repeated until 
the time when we could intervene 
in full force. 

That would explain why we took 
into consideration the possibility 
that the Russians might collapse, 
or continue to fight under unfavor- 
able conditions and positions.

Practically without anything re- 
sembling a military campaign, the 
Allies have now acquired a base 
of operations from which the air 
war . the Reich can more 
efficiently and more devastatingly 
be waged. 

They have acquired a land base 
from which to invade the Balkans. 
They have eliminated a very large 
Axis garrison force now stationed 
in the Balkans .and in Southern 
France, a force which the Ger-

The Allies can now also write 
off the Italian fleet as a force 
whose mere existence has coni- 
pelled them to maintain a certain 
minimum of naval power in the 
Mediterranean.

Filming of the 1943 series—vir- 
tually a cinch to be a rematch of 
New York’s Yankees and _ the 
champion St. Louis Cardinals—will 
be undertaken by the .American 
League in co-operation with the 
War and Navy Departments and 
two sponsors, Fonseca said. Spon- 
sors are the Hillerich & Bradaby 
Co, of Louisville, bat manufactur- 
ers, and A. G. Spalding & Bros, 

The announcement came as an 
overseas tour by an all-star major 
league squad also was being con- 
sidered. 

Fonseca declared that “100 prints 
of the film will be earmarked for 
immediate distribution to foreign 
bases in all parts of the world. An- 
other 100 prints will be sent to 
Army, Navy, Marine and Coast 
Guard bases in this country—but 
the first shipments goes to our 
fighting men overseas. 

“Highlights of the play-by-play 
will be shown, with close-ups of 
star players and plays, and shots 
of several high baseball execu- 
tives.” 

The War and Navy Departments, 
Fonseca said, not only gave their 
enthusiastic indorsement, but alsvu 
are providing the necessary film 
priority and permission to use 
cameramen who have been doing 
special Army and Navy work.

When- 
ever a church is in existence for many years, however, it de- 
velops a political organization and becomes a property holder 
of considerable consequence. Furthermore, its ecclesiastics be- 
gin to utter supposedly wise pronouncements, which in their 
egotism are deemed so valuable that these are then printed 
in ponderous tomes.

THEN THE young preachers or priests are compelled to 
study these lengthy tomes containing the opinions of their 
predecessors. Some of these opinions may have been sound in 
a previous age, but many are now outmoded items of ritual or 
catechism. Others are still good, I admit. The clerics often 
become so lost in such theology or ecciésiasticism, however, 
that they go around in circles. They then lose their social per- 
spective, which means they no longer have a good sense of 
humor. Besides, they Have forgotten to go back to the source- 
book which is the New Testament. They depend too much on 
their theology books, which are only the opinions of men like 
you and me. In fact, the theologians didn’t have our later sci- 
entific facts and sometimes not as much horse sense. Further- 
more, as custodians of millions of dollars’ worth of property, 
they are ultra conservative. They resent any suggestions of 
change, lest they might lose their grip on their parishioners or 
those millions of property. So they rationalize to defend the 
status quo. They don’t hesitate to bring pressure to bear on 
newspaper editors and publishers, just as the high priests would 
have done 19 centuries ago if there had been such progressive 
dailies as this one in print at that time.

This identical bidding took place 
at two different tables. At one ta- 
ble, however, North-South earned 
an excellent match-point score by 
sacrificing against the opponents’ 
laydown game in hearts, whereas 
at the other table, North-South 
took “bottom” by going down 500 
points. 

The defense at both tables was 


‘the same, i. e., West opened the 


heart king, shifted immediately to 
the club ace, then at the third 
trick led the diamond jack. At 
both tables declarer put up dum- 
my’s ‘diamond ace, but from that 
point on their play differed sharp- 
ly. One declarer ruffed a heart to 
enter his own hand and led the 
spade jack through West. The lat- 
ter covered with the queen and the 
ace won. A second spade lead 
went to the king and West now 
led another diamond. East, on lead 
with the diamond queen, had little 
difficulty reading hig partner’s de- 
sire for a club return, inasmuch as 
the laying down of the club ace at 
the second trick had been highly 
significant. West, of course, ruffed 
away one of declarer’s club tricks, 
thus defeating the contract 500 
points. 

At the other table the South 
player was far more astute. After 
winning the third trick with the 
diamond ace, he took precautions 
against the club ruff for which 
West was so patently angling. In- 
stead of rushing to enter hig own 
hand for a spade lead through 
West, he took time off to cut the 
communications between the East 
and West hands. He did this by 
means of an absurdly simple de- 
vice, namely, leading the heart jack 
from dummy and discarding his 
remaining diamond on that card! 
Now West, back on lead with the 
heart ace, could not reach his part- 
ner and the club ruff could never 
materialize. Declarer, at his leis- 
ure, knocked out the trumps, giv- 
ing West only one trump trick, and 
losing in all only one spade, two 
hearts, and one club, for an ex- 
cellent sacrifice.

SUALLY when the child gets 

infantile paralysis there is a pe- 

riod called the pre-paralytic 
stage. Such children have fever, 
sometimes a sore throat, a cough 
or a cold, a headache, nausea or 
vomiting. 

As I have already said, these 
symptoms occur in practically all 
infectious diseases. Many times 
there may be diarrhea. In some 
instances there may be pain or dis- 
tress in the abdomen so severe that 
the parents fear appendicitis, 

Some children seem to be fa- 
tigued to the point of exhaustion 
and so apathetic that they have 
apparently lost interest in what is 
going on, yet others are nervous 
and irritable, indeed, frightened 
out of all proportion to the sever- 
ity of their symptoms, 
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MPORTA and alarming 

symptoms include trembling of 

the hands or other parts of the 
body and pain or stiffness in the 
neck and back. Difficulty in mov- 
ing the back, such ag would be in- 
volved in putting the chin on the 
chest or the head between the 
knees, is an indication that some- 
thing is wrong. The child may 
perspire a great deal and its face 
may flush witha minimum amount 
of exercise, 

These symptoms are, however, 
still such that the diagnosis of in- 
fantile paralysis cannot be made 
with certainty even when all of 
them are present. 

Sometimes the symptoms are s0 
mild that the first one noted is ac- 
tual paralysis. This, however, is 
unusual. Most commonly for any- 
where from a few hours to several 
days the early signs of the illness 
are detected. If any of these signs 
appear, call a doctor at once. 

Another serious symptom of the 
early stages of this disease is pain. 
The muscles are sore, the pain gets 
worse when the legs and arms are 
moved, the muscles are tender if 
anyone touches them. In many in- 
stances even when these symptoms 
are present paralysis does not fol- 
low and recovery is rapid and com- 
plete. Some patients—the exact 
percentage varying, however, from 
one epidemic to another—proceed 
and develop definite paralysis.

* This early stage of the disease 
is the time when the services’ of 
the doctor and the trained nurse 
may be most important, The extent 
of the permanent paralysis may 
depend a great deal on what is 
done at this time. 

The detection of the muscles that 
are involved at this time demands 
a careful kind of study that only a 
physician trained in observation of 
infantile paralysis can give, As ev- 
eryone knows, the number of mus- 
cles that may be involved varies 
from case to case and from epi- 
demic to epidemic. Seldom are all 
of the muscles of a leg or an arm 
incapacitated, 

However, groups of muscles in 
various parts of the body may be- 
come paralyzed. Usually from two 
to three days. after the first signs 
of paralysis appear all of the dam- 
age that is going to be done will 
have occurred, 


I have been mentioning particu- 
larly the muscles. However, infan- 
tile paralysis is not a disease of 
muscles, but a disease of the 
nervous system. 

The virus that already has been 
described gets into the nervous 
system and attacks the cells in the 
front part ef the spinal cord that 
are responsible for carrying the 
impulses to movement along the 
nerves to the muscles, If the nerve 
cells are damaged but slightly or if 
only a few nerve cells are de- 
stroyed, the muscle weakness will 
be temporary. If many nerve cells 
are killed by the infection, the 
paralysis may be extensive and it 
may be permanent. 

Nerve cells, unlike many of the 
other tissues of the human body, 
do not easily grow back again 
after they have been destroyed. In 
fact, nerve cells are so delicate that 
they are more easily destroyed 
than other cells of the body. These 
are just some of the reasons why 
early competent attention may be 
so vital in the control of infantile 
paralysis,

Frequently there are changes in 
the spinal fluid which bathes the 
spinal cord and the nerve cells as 
an early sign of this disease. 
Hence the doctor may want to put 
a needle into the spinal column in 
order to get out some of the fluid 
for examination. If this can help 
him diagnose the disease earlier 
and thus be helpful in controlling 
it, the measure is more than war- 
ranted, 

Once infantile paralysis is diag- 
nosed, the case should be reported 
immediately to the health official. 
The family should be willing to 
keep the infected child absolutely 
quarantined, so as to prevent as 
much ag possible spread of the 
condition to other children.

OR a delicately flavored com- 
F bination of fruit and custard 
—try the apple pudding in to- 
day’s menu: There’s a trick to 
making it—a trick which applies 
to baking any custard—the custard 
must be baked at a low tempera- 
ture. So, in this pudding, the. 
apples are baked at a high tem- 
perature, then the oven tempera- 
ture is reduced until it is right for 
the custard. And when we ladle 
the custard over the apples, it 
runs between the slices, making 
alternate layers of apple and cus- 
tard. A fluffy meringue is ‘heaped’ 
on top at the same time the cus- 
tard is added—and when you see 
those golden peaks coming out of 
the oven, you'll say there never 
was a more handsome dessert. 


Apple Custard Dessert. 


One-fourth cup sugar, one-eighth 
teaspoon cinnamon, dash of salt, 
one-half teaspoon lemon rind, one 
pound tart apples, one tablespoon 
butter, three-fourts cup milk, three 
eggs, one-fourth cup sugar, dash 
of salt, 

ix in a bowl the sugar, cinna- 
mon, salt and lemon rind, Cut 
washed and peeled apples into thin 
slices and drop into the bowl; toss 
to coat slices with sugar mixture. 
Butter sides and bottom of a three- 


cup shallow baking dish; place . 


apples in dish, Cover and bake in 
moderately hot oven (400 degrees 
Fahrenheit) for 15 minutes. Re- 
duce heat to slow oven (300 de 
grees Fahrenheit) and continue 
baking for 15 minutes. Make a 
custard mixture of the milk, one 
whole egg, two egg yolks, one 
tablespoon sugar and the salt. 
Pour over top of apples. Beat the 
two egg whites until fluffy; add 
remaining three tablespoons of 
sugar, a tablespoon at a time; beat 
until stiff enough to stand in 
peaks, Pile on top of custard and 
return to oven to bake 20 to 30 
minutes, or.until a silver knife 
inserted in the pudding comes out 
clean. Serve warm or chilled.

AM printing the following letter from a “Major X,” U. 8. A.

course, want to co-operate with the Military Authorities in 
every way I can and because I am only too glad to print what 
they ask me to. 

However, as to Major “X’s” letter referring to a paragraph 
in which I advised brides and sweethearts that an officer in 
uniform should not be asked to carry bundles, Major “X” writes:

Acquiring 
Immunity

ly those of childhood, at this t:me 
of year as I always have, because 
it is just at this time of year that 
the child in his journey through 
life is exposed to a new set of dan- 
gers. The danger is the danger of 
con 1 Many new human 
beings coming from different house- 
holds and families—and the con- 
tacts occur exactly now because 
for the first time the child goes to 
school and by 10 or 20 times en- 
larges his circle of acquaintances. 

x * * 

DID -YOU ever stop to think 
that while you frequently hear 
some neighborhood news, such as 
“the public school has been closed 
on account of an epidemic of 
measles,” you never hear, “the 
Atlas Plant has been closed down 
on account of an epidemic of 
measles.” Well, you say, that’s 
easy—the Atlas Plant has all adult 
workers and adults don’t get 
measies because they have already 
had them. Exactly, but you take 
a group of country people who 
come up and enter the Atlas Plant 
—those who have lived in the 
great open spaces and never been 
close to many people at a time— 
and you will have plenty of measles. 

This illustrates a fundamental 
biological fact of enormous practi- 
cal importance. We humans are 
born into a world full of germs 
that can kill us off in short order. 
They are everywhere and the only 
protection we have against them 
is to acquire immunity, and lots of 
it, to lots of them. This the body 
does very cleverly and the natural 
way it does it is by contact im- 
munity—in other words, by brush- 
ing up against plenty of people we 
take in a few of their germs and 
these vaccinate us so that we have 
natural immunity. When we are 20 
years old we can go anywhere 
safely—that is, anywhere close to 
home where we have acquired our 
immunity. When we begin to wan- 
der we meet strange germs and 
are likely to get into trouble. 

One of the great triumphs of 
modern medicine is that it has 
been able to imitate this method 
of Nature and by vaccines produce 
acquired immunity. 

x * * 


IT IS TOO bad we have no vac- 
cinee that, works against measles, 
because in spite of the fact that 
you may regard it as a mild dis- 
ease it may be far from that and 
it is so universally contagious 
that it is the cause of much disa- 
bility and time out. The only thing 
to do, in my opinion, is to have an 
attack when you are about 5 or 6. 

I do not feel yet like insisting 
on urging scarlet fever vaccine on 
everybody. It seems to protect 
pretty well, but not so completely 
as. one would wish. Of late, scar- 
let fever is such a mild and rare 
disease as to be negligible. The 
malignant scarlet fever of 35 years 
ago, with all its complications, is a 
thing of the past. 

So I name no age when scarlet 
fever vaccine should be adminis- 
tered. In the face of a serious 
neighborhood epidemic it should be 
given the children who may be ex- 
posed. It will protect about 80 per 
cent of them.

Q. I dictated “... for mine as 
well as your protection.” My sec- 
retary changed it to “... for my, 
as well as your own; protection.” 
Who is right? 

A. She is. But the construction 
is extremely awkward. Better 
word it: “... for my protection, 
as well as yours.” 


Q. What are the two dots over a 
vowel called? 

A. This mark is called a diaere- 
sis, pronounced die-AlR-cee-sis. In 
English and French it is placed 
over the second of two vowels to 
show that it begins a new syllable. 
In French the name is le trema, 
pronounced luh tray-MAH. In Ger- 
man the mark is called umlaut, 
pronounced OOM-lout, and it 
serves to change the sound of 
a, o and uw, 

Q. Should one say “accompanied 
by” or “accompanied with.” 

A. “Accompanied with” was once 
customary, but best usage now is 
“accompanied by.” 

Q. Is the word “longhand” 
proper? Should we not say “hand- 
written”? 

A. Either “a handwritten note” 
or “a note in longhand” is good 
usage, Longhand also serves as 
the opposite of shorthand. 

Q. We frequently hear the ex- 
pression “If worst comes to worst.” 
Should it not be “if worse comes 
to worst?”

HERE never was a crowd like 
the White House Gang, never 
in the world. Any member of 


the crowd of young people, 40 or ° 


50 of them, who used to gather at 
the home of Fred-P, “Pop” White, 
and his wife, “Mom” White, at 31 
Orchard lane, Kirkwood, will tell 
you that. But the 30 members now 
in service—two of them girls—will 
say it a little more emphatically, 
for the bonds of friendship are still 
encircling them wherever they are, 
at qamp or post in this country or 
overseas, in the form of a monthly 
news letter gotten out by those 
still at home—one of the brightest 
and cheeriest communications ever 
devised to keep up the morale of 
members of the armed forces.” 

“The news letters started one 
Sunday when we were out at the 
Whites’ house, which we've always 
called the White House,” Edwina 
Bopp, one of the “girls left be- 
hind,” explained, “We got to talk- 
ing about all the bays who were 
away and how we couldn't write to 
all of them, when Pop said, ‘I 
know how we could do. it if you'd 
help.’ Then he suggested that we 
could send out this news letter, if. 
we'd all work on it, and I'd get 
permission to use the mimeograph 
machine in our office. We found 
that the cost would be very small, 
about $1.30 a month including post- 
age, so we decided to take turns 
paying for it.

“That was in. April and we've 
gotten out five letters since then. 
Each month we get together, we 
eight girls and the Whites, and 
one person sits and writes while 


.all the others criticize and suggest 


changes, Johnnie Bowden, one ‘of 
the boys who’s in the Army, sends 
us cartoons, and Dottie Knoebel 
draws the others. It’s really a 
joint effort and sometimes it’s dis- 
jointed, but we have more fun 
writing it than the boys could 
possibly have reading it.” 


To make those away from home 
really feel that they’re back in the 
home circle, they usually get the 
scene at the beginning of each 
letter. For example, the first one 
began, “Fireside Chats from the 
White House. We're all gathered 
around the fireside at the White 
House as we write this. Pop fi- 
nally broke down and consented to 
burn some of his solid gold logs 
because it’s not very warm for 
April, or for any of the rest of us 
for that matter. Eleanor ig all 
curled up in the wing chair, and 
Pop is way down on his collar but- 
ton—in the other chair, of course. 
Mom is right alongside Pop on 


the red leather ottoman, and Tom,’ 


Suzy, Edwina, Loraine, and Ginny 
are all among those present. Ginny 
almost didn’t make it because of 
an Air Raid Warden's meeting. 
P. S. We surely do miss the men, 
but Tom and Pop are happy, espe- 
cially Pop.”

UR first stop on our morning 

rounds on Monday was at the 


10-story General Hospital, the 


first American one to be set up on 
foreign soil,” Our men arrived here 
on Feb. 28, 1942, and were fortu- 
nate to be able to take over the 
finished hospita] building from the 
Australians, who had not yet 
moved in. 

On March 5, 1942, they started 
to work, and since then they have 
admitted a large number of pa- 
tients. Today they have battle cas- 
ualties, some malaria cases, and 
the usual variety of illnesses that 
will appear when you gather a 
large group of men together, 

x * * 

I saw a good sample of the work 
being done by the women of Aus- 
tralia during the rest of the day, 
and I am sure what I have seen 
here has been duplicated through- 


-out the country. We went all over 


the Red Cross headquarters, where 
the usual activities were being car- 
ried on. Lady Dugan, wife of 
the Governor of Victoria, has 
turned the ballroom of Government 
House into a workroom, where all 
the surgical dressings are made 
and any emergency calls are met. 
As many as 70 women work there 
at a time, sometimes staying the 
whole day. We must never forget 
how generous these women of the 
Australian Red Cross have been to 
us. 

We then saw the work of the 
Women’s Australian Auxiliary Air 
Force. Their work is similar to 
that done in Great Britain. I am 
not sure whether, in the United 
States, we train women to act as 
forecasters, but here they are do- 
ing thig work very satisfactorily. 
This group gave us a delightful 
luncheon. After lunch, we went 
to see the work of the Women’s 
Royal Australian Navy Service. 


From there, in quick succession, 
we saw women at work in the 
Australian base postal unit, which 
is part of the service given by 
the Army Auxiliary. 
x *« * 
, Then we saw an ambulance car 
company, with women drivers, 
who do all their own maintenance 
work and lift stretchers in and 
out. These girls frequently meet 
our hospital ships and transport 
our boys. So you see in how 
many varied ways the women of 
Australia co-operate in war work 
with us, 

Finally, we saw the research 
laboratory and. munitions factory 
where women are very largely em- 
ployed. Then I went ta meet the 
heads of many women’s organiza- 
tions. After an introduction by 
the Lord Mayor, I spoke to some 
4000 women and showed them the 
film of my trip in Great Britain. 

This is a land of opals, and I 
was asked to see some beautiful 
ones, which would have interested 
me, since they are my birthstones. 
However, my schedules have not 
made such little sidetrips possible, 
but I am grateful to thése who 
have tried to give me this pleasure, 


Mayonnandaise Sauce for 
| Broccoli 


Two tablespoons margarine or 
butter, two tablespoons flour, one- 
third teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon paprika, one cup milk, 
one teaspoon minced parsley, four 
tablespoons mayonnaise, one tea- 
spoon lemon juice.

The White House Gang grew 
up in the cumulative way of 
crowds. “Pop” White is fond of 
saying he raised the boys from 
pups, to which one of the girls re- 
plied, “From pups to wolves.” The 
crowd really started with a Boy 
Scout group which Scoutleader 
White used to bring to the house 
for hikes and picnics. When the 
boys got older they began taking 
their girls along, and about the 
same time the Epworth League at 
the Methodist Church had to 
choose leaders and chose the 
Whites. Soon the group became 
interdenominational, however, with 
young people from all churches 
joining in. 


On Sunday afternoons there 
would be at least 30 young people 
swarming in and out of the White 
House, playing ping pong, sitting 
on the lawn, rowing’“on the lake 
in front of the house in a boat 
which the boys had built. An eve- 
ning spent with the remaining 
members of the crowd arouses a 
feeling of wistful envy in the out- 
sider from their reminiscences of 
parties and outings, Christmas 
caroling and New Year’s skits, 
and, on more serious occasions, 
religious and vesper service. One 
of the couples was married at the 
White House and the baby of one 
of the couples in the crgwd just 
missed being born at the White 
House, 


x * * 


Every crowd needs a motivating 
force and in this case it is “Mom” 
and “Pop” White. “The Whites 
are wonderful people,” all tHe 
members of the crowd will tell you 
in advance, but when you meet 
them you find that this is gross un- 
derstatement. “Pop” White, a 
superintendent at Ralston-Purina, 
supplies the fatherly, or big broth- 
erly leadership plus a sense of 
humor, while “Mom” White, very 
pretty and young looking, has an 
everpresent effervescence of en- 
thusiasm. The White House, the 
sort of dream house that inspires 
young people to get married, is 
furnished with sturdy maple and 
slip covered furniture that can en- 
dure a lot of partying, and the 
striped wall-to-wall carpeting re- 
quires no crying over spilled lem- 
onade, Not that the crowd is espe- 
cially destructive. . 

“They. always clean up the 
house after a party,” Mom points 
out. “It usually needs it.” 

The Whites have special reasons 
for their interest in service men’s 
morale, “Pop” was a Navy ensign 
in the last war, and they have a 
son, PFC, Fred P. White Jr., in 
the Army. 

While the eight girls who work 
on the paper—Loraine Sellers, 
Dorothy Knoebel, Ruth Johnson, 
Edwina Bopp, Suzy Woodley, El- 
eanor Becker and Virginia Patter- 
son—try to keep most of the news 
letter bright and cheerful, they 
have had bad as well as good news 
to report.

ATHERS and mothers, longing 
F to make children happy, some- 

times make a mistake of buy~ 
ing the youngsters something they 
longed for when they were chil- 
dren but which is unsuitable for 
their little one either because of 
his tastes or temperament, stage 
of growth, or the environment in 
which he lives. 

Fathers are worst offenders. 
They cannot wait for sons to grow 
up before giving them playthings 
or sports equipment that are be- 
yond the boys’ ability to use with 
ease and delight.
